conclusions. The Japanese attack 
la continuing, wlth-fJghtlng forces 
ashore at various points, and a 
further landing of pai'achute troops 
at an airport near Illanga was re- 
ported this morning. We have to 
sail through a lot of dirty weather 
yet. 


The sensational success of the 
Japanese in the first round of this 
fresh conflict very naturally has 
distracted attention from the Eu- 
ropean war. Had the world taken 
trouble to glance at this theatre 
it would learned that the Russians 
have had further successes, both 
In the Leningrad and the Moscow 
sectors, and report Inflicting bloody 
losses on the Germans. 
Simultaneously the Nazis an-

are used in production of repair 
parts for farm machinery. And of 
course, facilities exist for process- 
ing this material into the needed 
parts once the demand for these 
parts Is known. But modern man- 
ufacturing methods make it essen- 
tial that manufacturers know well 
in advance what demand to expect 
for, let us say, a transmission gear 
In a tractor. It might take a week 
or two to prepare for the produc- 
tion of such a gear.
